South Viet Nam 
(AP)—U.S. diplomatic sources 
said today the right-wing army 
coup in Laos hid collapsed aft­ 
er one day. U.S. opposition to 
the coup apparently was a ma­ 
jor factor. 
"The situation is back where 
it was 36 hours ago," said an 
American diplomat who had 
been to contact with the U.S. 
Embassy in Vientiane, the Lao­

He said reports were still 
sketchy, but that diplomatic dis­ 
patches from Vientiane

Tho First Anniversary Of Tho 
Adams County Historical So­ 
ciety: This will take place on 
the first Monday in May, being 
the 6th of the month. The Socie­ 
ty at its last monthly meeting 
voted to have this meeting in 
the Court House in the hope of 
thereby stimulating public in­ 
terest in the work. and of giving 
those members and others who 
reside in the country an oppor­ 
tunity of attending.

One by Wil­ 
liam McSherry Jr., Esq., will 
trace the progress of the move­ 
ments in the cause of Temper­ 
ance in the county from the 
year 1800 to the present time.

William Allen White and Elbert 
Hubbard both made their small 
towns of Emporia and East Au 
rora famous — because their 
minds reached out, but that 
reach first took hold first where 
they were. 
All good is universal. But the 
good that is nearest each of us 
is our best. We can light “a little 
candle” and its beams may 
spread far. We are never able 
to measure, or appraise, the full 
value of influence. It keeps 
spreading in the most fantastic 
manner, “its wonders to per 
form.” 
What an experience it is to run 
across an interesting human be 
ing, in some hotel, on a train, or 
in a gathering, thousands of 
miles from home only to discov 
cr that that one lived next door 
to us, or within easy reach. A 
friend of mine, who became a 
big manufacturer of candies, 
first began to make them in 
small basement of his home 
town and sold them to the peo­ 
ple he knew. 
Nothing la more natural than 
the desire to expand, to enlarge 
one's sphere of activity and use­ 
fulness, but the most valuable 
step to take in this direction is 
to “seize the good that is within 
our reach.”
